that he never dreams. Jt would seem that the 
type of work or the activity which we indulge 
in has much to do with the "quality of sleep we 
enjoy.

ID you ever try sleeping out-of-doors, under the stars, with the 
singing pines 
a bov e you and the mountain air to lull you to 
sleep? 
W hat an ex perience this is after a strenuous day in the open! 
If you have had this privilege, you know tho 
deep and tranquil sleep that restores b ody and 
mind. 
A physician will tell you that you cannot 
sleep well unless you are .sufficiently tired. Most 
of us know from ex perience that this is true. 
A lab orer is likely to say he sleeps so soundly 
that he never dreams. 
It would seem that the 
type ol work or the activity which we indulge 
in has much to do with the quality of sleep we 
enjoy. 
It has much to do, 
too, with the sleep 
we may fail to enjoy. 
Bodily activity and mental activity b oth pro­ 
duce certain poisons which circulate through the 
b ody. 
These cause chemical changes in the sys­ 
tem. 
Perhaps one reason 
we have continued 
sleep is b ecause it is only in sleep that thes • 
poisons are eliminated faster than they are pro- 
. 
duced. 
The b rain suffers more from such poisons than do the muscles. 
If we use the b rain for a long-continued time without sleep, no op­ 
portunity is afforded for getting rid of the accumulating poisons.
